On reading over a few evenings ago, the chapter from which 


the above verse is selected, a serious train of ideas and reflec- 
tions occurred to my mind, and I could not avoid the opportunity 
of putting this serious question to myself. Now that another 
summer is past by, another harvest has been gathered into my 
barns, as tomy temporal concerns ; yet have I laid up any store? 
or made any provision for that season, which is as suddenly, and 
as certainly approaching, as the dreary season of winter is now 
coming on? From the benefit that every experienced christian 
must feel that he derives by putting such questions to himself, 
and by habitual self examination, I would earnestly entreat the 
seader of this, whom he may be, to pause, and put the same to 
himself ; for you may as well think to pass thro’ the cold, and 
chill of winter, comfortably, without the trouble of providing cloath. 
ing, food or fuel, as to think to pass an endless eternity i com- 
munion with the saints in heaven, destitute of those garments, 
that food, and that heavenly flame, which Jesus tells us, all that 
are admitted to an eternal inheritance in his kingdom must be fur- 
nished with. 

This is Saturday evening, another week has passed by, per- 
haps in anxious pursuits, after worldly comforts and enjoyments, 
and probably not one anxious concern or thought ever expressed 
during this lapse of time, in seeking after those joys and celestial 
comforts which the spirit of Christ alone can pour into the heart 
of man. There is not a chapter in the whole bible more illustra- 
tive of man’s impenitence, or which shews the necessity of his 
earnestness when God calls him to repentance. Indeed the Pro- 
phet through divine inspiration wrote this chapter in consequence 
of ihe backsliding aud impenitence of the Jews, and the numerous 
calamities awaiting them. This verse “ The harvest is past, the 
summer is ended, and we are not saved,” was then truly applicable 
to their situation. Summer and harvest time, is that in which the 





Reader, if your care is such as represented in this verse, ere 
another day passes over your head, reflect, and consider what the 
situation is you are now placed in. Not saved! is this possible ? 
can this be my situation? How awful! I that believe I have an 
tmmortal soul, and that it is now under eternal condemnation.— 
If you are convinced of this, and that you know you deserve the 
wrath of God to be poured on your guilty head, let me have the 
pleasing task of sounding the glad tidings of salvation into your 
ears, and telling you that “ there is balm in Gilead, there is a 
physician there,” one that is able and willing to heal all your dis- 
eases, whose medicine is all efficacious, and who will prescribe 
nothing for you but will do you good, and will inevitably make a 
cure. It is necessary however to apply the remedy tramediately, 
neither hesitate, or doubt, for in doing so, you call in question 
his Almighty power; surely this is the accepted time, this is the 
day of salvation. Suppose yourself really in such a situation, in 
a cold and dreary climate, and no provision laid up for winter— 
or suppose yourself in,such a disease, when there was no earthly 


| hope or expectation of recovery? What would you think of the 


person who would provide every comfort for yvoun—and what would 
you say to that physician, who would prescribe such a medicine 
for you as to restore you to perfect health—and all this done with- 
out money and without price. It would he impossible to say what 
you would not do for such person. Such a one would I wish 
to point you to. Jesus, an all-willing, an almighty, and a mer- 
ciful saviour: He it is that provides for all the wants of his people : 
He it is that heals them of all their diseases ; only ask him, rely on 
him, and show your love to kim by following his commandments, 
and doing his will, and you will think cternity will be too short to 
sing psalms unto him who has redeemed you, and washed you in 
his blood, and made you meet to become an inheritor with the 
saints on high. If however, you reject his calls of mercy, how 
awful will it be at that day of final retribution, when your own 
conscience and tongue will pronounce you guilty and cond 
Think not this a subject of Jittle moment, for what is 0“ 
sequence, or what can be put in competition to ar 
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Happy or miserable you must be; there is no medium ; therefore 
rest not your hopes on any foundation short of that which God 
bas laid. He teils us in his word, that there is no foundation, 
or no name under heaven whereby we can be saved, but that of 
Jesus. 

Fellow sinner, whoever thou art, that needeth this, think not 
that your case is hopeless, for although you have all your life time 
neglected both seed time and harvest, yet now rejoice that you 


-have been spared in the midst of your rebellions. Flee unto 


Jesus, take him as your saviour, sow in faith, and be assured 
that you will reap abundantly. Be not, however, like the im- 
penitent Jews, who chose death rather than life, “and of whom 
God saith, the stork in the heavens knoweth her appointed times, 
and the turtle, and the crane, and the swallow, observe the time 
of their coming, but my people know not the judgment of the 
Lord.”’? Surely the judgments of God are now in the earth, and 
if he has not spoken unto you by them, he has by his word, which 
is able to make you wise unto salvation, through faith which is in 
Chrst Jesus; for “all scripture is given by inspiration of God, 
and is profitable for doctrine, for reproof, for correction, for in- 
struction in righteousness, that the man of God may be thorough- 
ty furnished unto all good works.”—-2 ‘Tim. ii. 16.

Ir) recommending this temper of meekness, | cannot help remark- 
ine a beautiful example of it inthe exalted character of Fa'‘her Paul, 
huthor of the History of the Council of Vrent. Though this man 
saseed a long life in religious controversy, which, from the apprehend. 
ect imvortance of the subject, is, of all controversies, ihe most exas- 
perating, and though his life and reputation were perpetually attack- 
ed by every art that the bitterest enmity could invent, yet his wri- 
fines, his life, and his heart, were perleetly free from every tint of a 
vindictive spirit. Entirely devoted to the puble cause, and to truth, 
he rose superior to the spirit of the times, overlooked injuries, insulis, 
xd repeated attempts on his lite, like a true disciple of the muster 
whom he served. 

In like manner, my brethren, if we would render aeceptable ser- 
vice to God, it must be by adorning our profession with patience, for- 
bearanee, charity, and meekness. If, at any time, we discover a spi- 
rit of persecution, we, at the same time, discover that we have none 
of the spirit of Jesus, and that we have really as little pretension to 
wisdom as to innocence; for persecution, instead of crushing, strevsth- 
ens heresy ; whereas, clemency always e commends the person or the 
camse thatshews it. Seven thousand Persians were once taken cap- 
tive by the Romans, and, according to the customs of a barbarous 


‘ace, had no alternative but slavery or death. Aeacius, bishop ol 


Amida, boldly dectaring “* that vases of gold and silver are useless to 
“a God who neither eats nor driuks,” sold the plate of his church, 
snd employed the price in the redemption of the seven thousand cap- 
tives. He dressed their wounds with affectionate care, suppticd their 
wants, blessed and dismissed them. Go, said he, tel! your king, tbat 
ibis isthe true spirit of that religion which he persecuics.* ‘lhe con- 
sequence was a very long truce, to which we may suppose the clem- 
ency of Acacius contributed no less than the arms of the Romans.

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Thus, my brethren, if we wish to overcome our own enemy, or })/ 
whom we deem an euemy to God, by clemency and meekness only 
may we hope to effect our purpose. If we cannot succeed by the 
means, all that remains is, for our own salety, to refrain from thes 
company and their communion. for, say that any one offends ~ 
where is our commission to punish? since, happily for all, our Marte 
hath reserved vengeance solely to himself, as his peculiar prero 7 
tive. Say that our tellow-creatures sin, should not we then semen 
ber our own transgressions, and learn to intercede with God for th 
pardon of theirs? Or, say that ihey err, shouid we not learn, fror ps 
own ignorance, to pily, anc, ta (be spirit of neekness, to teach hea 
the better way?) What though they differ from us in their OPlNoas 
yet still they may be good and well-intentioned men. And sland 
there are in heaven many mansions, if we are afraid we should not 
live happily together, let us allow (as we may be sure God will q. 
low) some of them to tie virtuous of every persaasion. In the im 
portant affair of salvation, we are sure that none would willingly be 
in a mistake ; and if the error oi a brother be involuntary and invin 
cible, he may be pitied, but cannot surely be blamed. We Ourselves F 
too, may be inthe wrong, at least in part, and see many truths bur 
through a glass darkly. Meekness, theretore, and mutual toleration 
should make an essential part of our character, as ministers o! mercy, 
and disciples of Jesus; and this would prove the strongest recon 
mendation of ourselves and of our religion. 

Three pilgrims, a Jew, a Christian, and a Mussuiman, set oy 
from Cairo, with-a caravan, in order to cross the desart of Salen, 
For the first part of the journey they moved with the mullitude, as 
crop in the stream, almost without thinking whither they were going . 
But reflecting, at length, that they must perish i! they missed the way, 
they began to cast an anxious look before them, and to explere the 
paths of the desart. In my opinion, said the Jew, we need not lor ff 
hesitate about our route: Yonder, to the right, is the pillar set up ti 
Moses, who, as every body knows, conducted thousands in safes 
through this wilderness; and our wisest course is to follow this land 
mark, Which he has set up to direct us.—It is true, said the Mussui 
man, Moses got safely through this wilderuess, but it was by a rou 
Whicit his firmest adherents must own to be extremely difficult, Fy 
my own part, L prefer, by much, the path that was trod by the proph¢ 
of Mecea: it is distinctly marked by that pillar to the left, which ha 
ever directed the steps of the faith!ul.—I am sorry to see both of yo

‘is so great, that a part of it, like the horizon, may be seen ore

‘have known many well meaning people, who having no oppertunil) 
‘‘ of knowing any of these roads, took a different course from all, aol 
“ T am far from doubting of- their safety ; for that depends not only 
“the way, but, in some measure, on the prodence and care of the 
“ pilgrim. It is impossible, however, that all these roads should be 
* equally safe and commodious, or that it should be a matter of indi 
“ference which of them is chosen. I have been considering thet 
“jong, and comparing the different accounts and charts of themi 
“as every man ought ina matter of such infinite moment. For!

«so with care, and my observations 1 give you. Ihe road by the 
“ pillar to the right was once the best and salest in the world, but it 
«has been for a long time neglected, and is now tauch out of repair. 
« That by the left was at first extremely foul, nor is it yet such as 
“ could be wished: it has, however, some things to recommend it. 
«« Five times a day the travellers are admonished by public criers, to 
“ pray for the guidance of heaven; and all give such punctual obedi- 
“ ence, that they seem to emulate each other in piety. On this road, 
“ toe, there is much accommodation for the weak aud needy. 1 dare 
“ not therefore reprobate, though } pity, all who choose it; it 1s be- 
« cause they know no better path.—But the way by the midmost pil- 
“ lar is, in every respect, the straightest, the safest, and the most plea- 
“cant. On this road, at almost every step, palin-trees shade, and 
‘* fountains refresh the pilgrim: And did they who enter upon it fol- 
‘‘ Jow the directions inscribed upon the pillar and the chart with which 
‘ they are furnished, every other path would soon be forsaken. But, 
“ instead of this, multitudes turo aside into bye- paths on the right and 
‘ on the left, and, for some trifles which attract their notice, forget to 
« proceed on their journey. Even they who remain on the road too 
«“ often spend their time in quarrels and contentions, almost equaily 
“ fatal; some alledging that all ought to walk on this side of the road, 
‘‘ while others contend they ought to walk on that; some searching 
“ fr the track of this, and others of that predecessor, and eaeh al- 
“ Jeging it is death to tread any other part of that fair and beautiful 
«‘ road which is open before them. By these unhappy means, the 
«“ immense crowd which enters it, is perpetually thinned as it pro- 
“ceeds; and but the few, who study only to be on the road, and to 
“ advance in it, reach the end ef the journey. "Lhis, you may per- 
“ ceive, isthe way which I myself intend to pursue; and Tintend to 
“ do it with all my might, keeping my eye upon the chart, without 
“ searching for the track of Peter, of Martin, or of John. If you 
“can think as I do, and come with me, it will give me pleasure ; i! 
“ not, we shall part in peace, for why should we quarrel, or contend 
*‘ with any weapons but those of reason? And, indeed, when in our 
“ education, reading, habits of life, company and constitution, there 
“ must be so much difference, how can it be expected that our opin- 
“ ions should entirely be the same ? God Kaorvs our frame, and knows

“that if any one of us had been in the place and circumstances of 


“ the other, he must, perhaps, have had his opinions too. He knows 
“that we all wish to take the course which is safest to ourselves, 
“ and, of course, most pleasing to him, since none ot us, I trust, would

“ Judge, therefore, my brethren, of each other's conduct with ean- 
“dour. Let each be persuaded, in his own mind, that he does what 
‘ j3 best, and whatever road he takes, (after carefully examining and 
“ comparing them) keep bent on getting forward to the end of his 
“journey. ‘Then we may possilly arrive, all of us in due time, 
“where we wish; aad talk of the difference of the reads when we 
“ meet at Salem.” 

Struck with the meekness of his temper, and the moderation of his 
sentiments, all the three blushed for having quarreled, and, by the way 
of the midmost pillar, unanimously followed the dervise.

DOMESTIC INTELLIGENCE. 


AN ADDRESS 
OF THE MORAL SOCIETY OF THE VILLAGE OF CAZENOVIA. 


The committee appointed by the Moral Society, lately instituted 

in the village of Cazenovia, for the purpose of carrying into effect 
the objects of the society, feel it incumbent upon them to address their 
fellow-citizens on the present occasion. Fully sensible that the ob- 
jects which they have in view, are of such a nature as to merit, and 
actually to receive the approbation of the wise and the good, they 
nevertheless have reason to fear, that there are some individuals, 
who, from various motives, are unfriendly to this mstitution, and 
fancy to themselves a variety of evils resulting from its operation, 
which the committee trust, have no other existence than in their own 
erroneous apprehensions. Anxious as the committee are, to do away 
all false impressions, and so far as lies in their power to secure to 
themselves the good will, and support of their neighbors, they request 
their attention fora few moments, whilst they attempt in a brief and 
candid manner to obviate some objections; to explain the reasons 
which govern them, and the manner in which they intend, with the 
Divine leave, to carry their objects into effect. 

In the excellent discourse which was delivered from the desk at 
the formation of the society, it was with great truth and propriety 
stated, that the institution of a Moral Society in any place, does by 
no means imply, that the inhabitants of that place are more immoral 
than the inhabitants of other places, where no such society is in be- 
ing; for the very reverse seems tobe the case. It evidently shews,

See our sons and our daughters, the ri-iug generation, the 
best hopes of our country, let loose in the indulgence of all manner of 
vice and profligacy, and then say, whether these practices do oot 
call fora remedy; whether no check is to be put to this train of evils 
which threaten to overwhelm our couutry. But, say some, after all 
that can be said, these evils are not so great as is represented. None 
but the grossly corrupt practice these vices; they form every where 
the most despicable part of community ; they are below your notice ; 
let them alone ; set them a better example yourselves, and the evil 
will cure itself. Specious as this argument appears to be, it really

The Rev. Samuel Davis, in Hanover county, Virginia, who was 
for some time in England, published a small pamphlet io 1751, which 





he stiles “ ‘Uhe State of religion among the Protestants in Virginia,” 
in which, among other particulars, he mentions the following case, 
viz. 
“ There is one Isaac Oliver here, a maracle of a man, whose his- 
tory, could [ write it intelligioty to you, would be very entertaining. 
He has been deaf and dumb from his birth, and is now grown up to 
manhood. The want of the faculty of hearing and speech rendered 
him wholly incapatile of all human converse and instruction, except 
by signs ; and as lor the most of wk things, they seem to me of so 
abstract and spiritual a nature, that tRe first notions of them can ne- 
ver be conveyed by this obscure medium ; and yet (I mention it with 
grateful wonder) I have the uimost reason to believe that he is truly 
gracious, and also acquainted with most of the doctrines of chris- 
tianity, andl many matiers of fact related in the historical part of the 
bible. 1, myself, have seen him represent the crucifixion of Christ, 
the swallowing and ejection of Jonah by the whale, &c. in such sig- 
nificant signs, that [| could not but understand them. Some of his 
signs, whereby he deserihbed heaven and hell, were also intellible to 
me; but many of them about ether things | could make nothing of.— | 
Those that live inthe house with him can hold an intelligent conver- | 
tation with him, and he with them, upon most of things. with surpri- | 
ting readiness; and he has undoubtedly the most significant gestures | 
of any man I ever saw in my life, which his relations understand by 

repeated observation, and use them to communicate their thonghts | 


tohim. There is so much of the devout ordour of his soul discovered | 





in him at times as is really affecting; and | have seen him converse 
in signs about the love and sufferings of Christ, till he has been trans- | 
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ported with earnes{ness, and dissolved into affectionate tears. Mr. 
Morris, with whom he lives, has tok! me, that Isaac informs him that 


he had these discoveries of divine things made to him while in bed, 


provably iv a dream; aud that eight years ago he appeared remarka- 
bly changed in temper and conduct. He seems ever since very con- 
sciencious in the whole of his behaviour; generally delights to at- 


ten! public and domestic worship, though he cannut hear a word; 


and is observed some times to retire for secret devotion; though he 


signifies that he is praying with his heart, when about his business or 


in company ; which is peculiarly practicable to him, as in all places 
He discovers an 
expert genius in those things he is capable of, particularly to sundry 
machanical employments ; and his passions seem very vigorous ; and 


| in any passionate emotions, ~his whole visage and ali his gestures are 


surprisingly expressive of the temper of his mind, so that he seems to 
stand in the least need: of the faculty of speech of any man I have 
known. 

“ | could relate sundry other remarkable peculiarities concerning 
him; but as they are unintelligible to myseli, or might seem incredi- 
ble to those that are unacquainted with him, I omit them.”* So 
much, however, I know of him, that I cannot but look upon him asa 
miraculous monument of Almighty Grace, that ean perlorm its bene- 
ficen’ putposes on mankind, notwithstanding the greatest natural or 
moral impedimenis; and 1 submit it to others’ judgment, whether a 
person 0 incapable of external instructions, could be brought to know 
the misteries of the kingdom of heaven any other way than by im- 
mediate revelation. Besides the people here, sundry of my brethren, 
who have been here, particularly the Rev. Messrs Samuel Blair and 
Join Roon, can attest this relation; though to some it may appear a 
hyper olica! affectation of the marvellous ; or the effect of popular stu- 
perslition, which is wont to ascribe something prophetic, or divine, to 
those who labour under such natural defects.” 


* It is the general opinion of those that are acquainted with him, and especially of 
the family where he lives, who have the best opportunities of observing him, that he 
can read. The first evidence of it appeared when he seemed to he first under religious 
impressions ; for Le was then observed to be frequently taking the Bible and looking into 
it; and eversince he gives the following evidences of it; he frequently looks into the 
bible or ether good books, with greatintenseness ; and sometimes points with his finger 
to some particular sentences, and tries to persuade others to read them; and these sen- 
tences, as the family tells me, are peculiarly affecting, and worthy of distinct notice. If 
vou pat a book into bis hand inverted, he will immediately turn it into a proper position. 
When a history, or the like, is put into his hand, after looking intoit a little while, he 
throws it away, with signs of its uselessness; butgive hima bible, though it were of a 
size and character he never saw beiore, or some other good book upon religious subjects, 
he hugs it in his hosom with signs of the mo-t endeared epprobation. He intimates by 
signs, thatthe Almanack treats of the sua, moon, and stars, the weather, &c. I have 
opened the bible at Jonah, and shewn him; and after a little perusal he has given me « 
very lively description of the fa e of that prophet.

Sketch of the Proceedings of the Society for Forcign Missions of Wis- 
casset and tts Vicinity ; organized Sept. 14, 1815. 


About the time of the late national thanksgiving on the return of 
peace, a few individuals at Wiscasset, in conversation concerning 
the great exertions making in the Christian world to send the Bible 
to the heathen, were led to reflect how little they had themselves 
done to forward this work, and to enquire of each other, what was in 
their power, and what they were willing todo, ‘hey had previously 
been conversing about their sheep, in which they have a considerable 
conceru, and as what of property they possess has been lately em- 
ployed chiefly toimprove and extend their flocks, when the enquiry 
was made what can we do for the cause of Missions? the reply was 
very natural, “ 1 have no money to bestow, but I can give sheep.” 

Upon this, they considered that if » plan could he devised for re 
ceiving such donations, so as to convert them to the intended use, 
without putting the benefactors to any tro:vble, but merely the setiing 
apart their offering, much good might be done, and in a way before 
untried. They agreei! to think upon this subject and meet again.

DONATIONS. ANNUALLY. 
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The first meeting of the Society was holden the 12th of August ; 
when the subscription book was produced, and a committee appointed 
to procure additional subscriptions at Wiseasset, and authorized to 
collect and receive the donations, which had been made or should be 
subscribed previous to the next meeting of the Society, at which 
they were to report, and pay over the monies collected to the Trea- 
surer of the Society then to be chosen. 

I'he same committee was authorised to appoint, in such of the adja- 
cent towns as they might deem proper, ove or mere collectors for the 
Society, and to furnish them witha copy of the subscription book, and 

ive them such instructions as might be useiul. 

‘This committee was also directed to forward to the Treasurer of 
the American Board of Commissioners for Foreign Missions, fifty 
dollass as soon as collected. 

A committee was appointed to prepare bye-laws. It was agreed 
to have the meeting for organizing the Society, on the 14th of Sep- 
tember; to request a sermon tobe preached ov the occasion, and also 
to solicit a publie contribetion. 

Oo the 1ith of September, the Society met according to adjoura- 
ment. . 

The committee reported that they ha: invited the Rev. Mr. Jenks 
of Bath to preach on the occasion, and that he had accepted the m- 
vitation. They also reported the followiag code, which was adopted, 
(as the bye-laws of the Society.) 

Axt. 1. The officers of this Society shall be a President, Vice- 
President, Scerctary, Treasurer and Auditor of accounts 
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Art. 2. ‘I'he officers named in the first article shall appoint, as soon 
as convenient, a suitable number of Collectors, and they together 
shall coustitute a Board of ‘I'rustees, to be called the Board of ‘'rus- 
tees of the Society for Foreign Missions of Wiscasset and its vicini- 
ty, and shall use all laudable means to increase subscriptions and con- 
tributions to the great objects of the association. ‘The ‘Trustees shall 
have regular meetings, keep a record of their proceediugs, and shall 
manage and dispose of the affairs and funds of the Society, according 
to the ohjects expressed in its formation. They shall make an annual 
report to the Society of their proceedings, and communicate, as far 
as they shall be able, the uses to which their monies have been ap- 
plied. . 

Axt. 3. The annual meeting of the Society shall be on the third 
Wednesday of September, at the Town-House in Wiscasset, at two 
o'clock, rp. M. and a Missionary Sermon shall be preached before the 
Society and a contribution solicited. 

‘The first Oificers chosen according to these Bye-Laws, were the 
following :

The hearing of the report of the other committee was postponed 
lill the 21st of Sept. when the society agreed tomeet again; and the 
members attended divine worship, after which a collection was made 
for the society as proposed. 

‘I'he Trustees met on the 15th, and passed a vote of thanks to the 
Rev. Mr. Jenks for his discourse and requested a copy for the press; 
an‘! on the 2ist, the society met according to adjournment, aud re- 
ceived from their committee the following 


REPORT : 


“ ‘The committee appointed to procure additional subscriptions and 
collect such as were already made in Wiscasset, Report, that the sub- 
scription by way of present donation to the society in that town, in- 
cluding a gift of five dollars, by # friend of missions who did not sub- 
scribe his name, is $107. 50, in money and one half-merino sheep 
and five lambs. According toa vote of the society, we appointed 
collectors in Alna and Edgecomb, and prepared for them subscription 
books similarto ourown. We were not able to present the books to 
them so soon as was desirable, and that for Alna is not yet returned; 
in Edgecomb, however, there is a present subscription made of $7, 
in money avd fourlambs. ‘The fleece of the sheep given has been 
sold for $4.18, and the contribution made after the public services on 
the 14th, produced $31,73 ; making the amount of donations to this 
date $446,23 in money, and a flock of ten sheep and lambs. The do- 
ners of this flock have liberally offered to give the society one year’s 
keeping of them, and the keeping of one sheep more is also subscribed 
by another member as a gratuity from year toyear. ‘lhis flock, in 
connection with the keeping of them, may be estimated at a present 
value of $40. 

“ Qur annual subscription is as yet very limited; but we have er 


| couragement to expect that. as soon as the existence of the society is 


known, and its objects and plan understood, they will become more 
numerous and more liberal. The present yearly subseription it 

28,75, in money, and seven ewe lambs of different grades :--this 
sum, with the fleeces of our flock to be sold in June, and the lamb 
given and raised, to be sold in Sept. will form the income of the # 
ciety, and may be estimated upon our present means at $50. 70 
this will be added the annual contrifution, which we trust. will he ! 








beval; and we have no doubt, that considering the unfavorable wet 
ther at the time of our late public meeting, and that many of the per 
sons then present had already made donations, it will exceed tlie ove 
already made. 

“ Of ihe money collected by us, we forwarded $50, immediatel! 
after the meeting of the 12th Aug. and.in pursuance of the vote the 
passed. to the American Board of Commissioners, and have tle! 
‘S'reasurer’s receipt. ‘he residue of the money, being $96,25, "4 
have paid over to Warten Rice, esq. the society's treasurer, and bs! 
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handed him the above mentioned receipt, and also our particular ac- 
counts of collection, that he may credit the several sums in bis book, 
in the manner we received them. . 

“ We have not yet set any mark upon the flock, but would recoim- 
mend to the society to adopt as their mark a Cross, which is easily 
made on the face below the eyes by searing with a small rod of iron, 
and which becomes permanent. 

“ \faving now finished our report concerning the subjects particu- 
lari» referred to us, and considering that after acting upon it, and 
clo.ing this meeting, the society will separate for a year, we cannot 
forvear to add our congratulations on what is already accemplised, 
and on the encouragement we have to persevere. Hitherto our good 
resolutions have been solitary, timid and unproductive. We have 
now opened our minds, we are uniting our efforts, and our good wish- 
es are about to be realized. ¢ 

‘ Que object of our association is to provide for the occasional con- 
tri ious of others. We must, therefore, let it be known that we 


are orcattized, that all within our sphere may have opportunity thro’ 
our sis(vumentality to do the good they propose; and we muy also 
hop it other individuals, living without this circle, seeing what is 


done, may be exciied to similar exertions in calling forth and direct- 
ing ine good disposilions of those around them. 

« (fevery farmer in our land, remembering that his flock is pen- 
sionary on the dews and rains of heaven, should yearly get apart asa 
free-will offering to the Lora, but one lamb from his fold, what a re- 
venue would be raised for the support of missions; and from a class 
of men, many of whom as yet have scarely heard of the wants of the 
heathen. How many prayers also for the coming of the Redeemer’s 
kingdom, woald these devoted lambs call forth from the pious shep- 
herd, who, by his daily care of them, would not only be reminded of 
the perishing heathen, but also led to feel more deeply the worth of 
his own interest in the precious Lams or Gop, which taketh away 
the sius of the world.” 

Alter considering and accepting this Report, the society voted to 
forward another sum of $50, to be applied in support of a mission to 
the (Vest. ‘They also voted that the time of demanding the annual 
subscription should be the first ‘Tuesday of Sept. And after direct- 
ing the ‘i'rustees to publish the proceedings, closed their meeting wiih 
prayer. 

At a meeting of the officers chosen on the 14th of Sept. they ad:l- 
ed to their number, agreeably to the second article of the bye-laws, 
three members from Wiscasset and two from Ldgecomh, and voted 
not to appoint ‘Trustees io other towns till they can procure printed 
copies of the proceedings of the society to present to the persuus ap- 
pointed. 

I'he board of Trustees. as now formed, is 98 follows :—Rev. Mr. 
Packard, President; Scth Bartlet, Secry; Francis Cook, Warren 
Rice, Nathaniel Coffin, Calvin Pratt, John Getchell, ahd Barnabas 
Hedge, of Wiscasset ; and dtariak Baker, ant hufus Sewall, of Edge- 
coin).

The following is an enumeration of the principal Bible, Missiona- 
ry, and ‘T'ract Societies in Europe, with the time of their formation 
and the annual income as far as we have yet ascertained them. We 
propose in our future numbers tv give a complete list of the principal 
Bible, Missionary, ‘I'ract, Education, and Civilization Societies 





throughout the world; and such summary aceonnts of these which 
are most distinguished, as will be interesting to our readers. 


1. The British and Foreign Bible Society was instituted in 1804.— 
By its Report iy May 1815, it appears that it had at that time within 
the United Kingdom 465 Auxiliaries and Branches. It had aided in 
circulating the Bible in Fifty-Five different languages. It had al- 
ready circulated One Million ‘' wo Hundred and Ninety-Nine ‘Chou- 
sand Two Hundred and Kighty ‘T'wo Copies of the Scriptures. Its 
receipts for the year ending March 31, 1815, were upwards of Four 
Hundred and Forty ‘Three Thousand Dollars. 


2. The Missionary Society in Great Britain, was instituted in 1795. 
It has in its employ more than 80 Missionaries and Students prepar- 
ing to become Missionaries. ‘They are employed, 2 in China, 2 in 
Java, 1 in Amboyna, 3 in Ceylon, | in the Ise of France, 12 in In- 
dia, 8 jn the Islauds of the South Sea, 29 in South Africa, besides 
several in Canada, New-Brunswick and Newfoundland. It has 20 
Students at Gosport prepariag for Missions. ‘The receipts of the So- 
ciety for the year ending March 31st, 1615, were upwards of 120,000 
dollars. 

3. The Church Mtssionary Society in Great Britain, was instituted 
in 180}. Its Missionaries are employed at Calcutta, Agra, Madras 
and ‘Travancore in India; Western Africa; in New-Zealand; in 
Malta and the Levant. It has under its care, preparing for Missions 
9 English and 4 German Students, 2 Lutheran Clergyman preparing 
for Africa and India; and 5 School Masters and Schog! Mistresses 
preparing for Airica. ‘The expenditure of the society during the 
year ending March $list, 1815, was about 44,000 dollars. 


4. The Baptist Socicty for Missions, was established in 1792.— 
The Society employs 42 Missionaries in India, viz. 28 Native and 14 
European, and one at Jamaica in the Weat-Indies. Its most distin- 
guished Missionaries are Mr. Carey, Dr. Marshman and Mr. Ward, 
each of whom gains about 5000 dolis. per annum, the whole of which 
is devoted to the fuads of the Mission. Their principal efforts have 
been directed to translating the Seriptures into the Oriental Lan- 
guages. . 

5. ‘The United Brethren’s Society for the furtherance of the Gospel, 
Was instituted in 1732, in Moravia, in Germany. ‘They had lately 
150 Missionaries inclading females, and 24,000 converts. Their set- 
tlements are scattered through every partot the world. Their annu- 
al expenditure is upwards of 35,000 dollars. 

6. The English Socicty for propagating the Gospel in foreign parts, 
was established in 1647. Its disbursements for the year ending 
March Slt, 1815, were 23,530 doHars. It employs 45 Missionaries 
and School Masters and supports 40 Schools in the British possessions 
in North America. 

7. The Christian Knowledge Society, was instituted in England in 
1698, for the diffusion of Religion, generally in the werld. Its re- 
ceipts during the year, ending April 21st, 1814, were upwards of 
147,000 dollars. It circulated during the same year 73,079 copies of 
the Scriptares, and 740,000 other books and tracts, besides spending 
6,150 dollars upon its Missions in India. 

8. Vhe Religious Tract Secicty was instituted in England, in 1799. 
It has at present 124 auxiliaries. Its recepts during the year, end- 
ing the Sist of March, 1815, were 30,550 dollars. It had cireulated 
in 1813, Seventeen Million of Tracts in the English, Welsh, Lrish, 
Manks, Gaelic, Modern Greek, French, Dutch, Spasish, Portu- 
guese, Tlalian, German and Danish languages. ‘This number must 
have greatly increased since that period. "lhe Society is just turn- 
ing ifs atlentionto China. There are about 300,000 Chinese settlers 
in Java and adjacent islands under the British government. By 
means of these settlers the Society expect to intraluce Tracts in the 
Chinese language into every part of that populous Empire. 

9. The Hibernian Socicly for establishing Schools and circulating 
the Holy Scriptures in Ireland, was instituted in London, iv the year

fore him. In the discharge of his ministry, he bore the burden and heat of the day. He 
sessed naturally strong powers of mind ; and having an experimental acquaintance with 
Divine Truth, his labours were happily biessed, especially during the first years of his | 
ministry, with great success; and several are left behind as witnesses of his long and con- 
tinued faithfulness, zeal and ability. But the latter part of his life was becloaded with 
infrmity, and for some years he was mostly deprived of the free exercise of reason, and 
lived retired from the ministry. Yet even through the cloud of infirmity, the benevo- 
lence of his temper and the savour of godliness were visible. His death was placid, and 
his relations and numerous Christian friends will long cherish his memory. ;His funeral 
was attended by the neighboring ministers and a large concourse of people on the 11th, 
and the Reverend Mr. Sewail, now supplying the bereaved flock, happily characterised 
the departed ** man of God” in a sermon from Matt. 25, 23—'* Well done, good and faith- 
ful servant,” &c. A widow and several smali children survive him.—In Boston, on the 
4th inst. after a shortiilnese, the Kev.
